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the Euphrates) still retains its name. 
r. Priest forgets that sixteen hun- 
dred years after the creation a mighty 
deluge covered the earth, undoubtedly 
changing its character altogether, level- 
ing mountains, elevating plains, and 
forming new rivers while obliterating 
the old ones. Again, the place of the 
creation of man is claimed to be in 
Cashmere, in the Himalaya Moun- 
tains. This range it is supposed was 
the first dry land which appeared above 
the water, the rivers of Eden being 
the Ganges, Indus and Brahmapootra. 
These are only conjectures, supported 
by no substantial facts. To all histo- 
-rians the precise location is unknown, 
and we can adopt the theory with as 
much reason and propriety, that the 
great valley of the Mississippi was the 
paradise of Adam, as we can reason- 
ably suppose that man inhabited this 
same section of country previous to 
the deluge, judging by the relics found 
and pronounced by scientists undoubt- 
@dly antediluvian. When excavating 
the foundation of the gas works at 
New Orleans, at the depth of sixteen 
feet the skeleton of a man was found. 
The head lay under the roots of a 
cypress tree, all belonging to the fourth 
forest. There are ten similar growths 
buried below the present upright 
forest. Cypress trees are noted for 
their antiquity. One in the garden of 
Chapultepec, Mexico, Baron Hum- 
boldt considered over six thousand 
years old. In digging a well at Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, in 1820, at the depth of 
eighty feet, the workmen came upon 
the stump of 2 tree, three feet in 
diameter, rooted in its native soil, 


which had been cut with an ax or sharp 


instrument. Iron rust was found on 
the top ef the stump, as if the ax had 
been mpesed during the time the 
mass of earth rested upon it. The 
drift in which it was found is appa- 
rently as ancient as any portion of the 
Mississippi valley. In July 1868, in 
Ng well for the Union Pacific 

ead, four hundred and fifty miles 
west from Omaha, the workmen at 
the depth of sixty-eight feet came upon 
a deposit of human bones. At Quebec, 
Canada, a fossil human skeleton was 
found in the selid chist roek, the same 
formation underlying the city. Dr. 
Dickeson found a human pelvis near 
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Natchez, on the bank of the Missis- 
sippi river, in a fossil state. A few 
years ago a human skull ge omy 
was found near Altaville, California, 
one hundred and twenty feet below 
the surface of the ground. Overlying 
this relic were formations of basalt 
aud lava. Mr. Jeffries (‘‘ Natural 
History of the Human Races’) says 
this skull is doubtless that of the lost 
race of America, and places its deposi- 
tion at a very remote era—at a much 
earlier even than has been 
allotted to the creation of man. Pro- 
fessor Agassiz, lecturing at Mobile in 
1853, presented the remains of a hu- 
man foot and jaws with teeth, found 
in the coral reef limestone at Lake 
Monroe, and asserted that it had been 
buried in the rock ten thousand years 
(Types of Mankind”). The stalag- 
mite caves of Brazil contain fossils of 
man that show by the growth of th 
stalagmites that the bones have been 
covered many hundred years. Dr. 
Lidefonzo, of Rio Janeiro, found a 
fossil bone of man in one of these caves 
in that vicinity. It was deeply buried 
in the clay — the stalagmite 
floor of the cave, and he estimates the 
covering over the fossil had existed in 
the cave since the formation of the 
floor by the carbonate waters, twenty 
thousand years. In reference to dis- 
coveries made on the coast of Ecuador 
in 1860, James S. Wilson, Eeq., found 
at various points extending over six 
miles, ancient pottery, images a 
vessels, finely wrought, some made of 
gold. The geological formation where 
these remains were found is repo 
to be ‘‘as old as the drift strata of 
Europe,” a stratum of ancient surface 
earth, covered with a marine deposit 
six feet deep. Sir Roderick Murchison 
infers from this discovery that this 
land after being occupied by man had 
subsided and settled below the ocean 
long enough te accumulate the marine 
deposit and again been elevated, since 
which time forests have grown which 
are older than the —— conquest. 
This places human civilization in South 
America as far back as the time of the 
old stone age of Western Europe. 
From an article lately going the 
rounds of the press, we are informed 
that a learned ist of Brasil will 


shortly publish a work over which he 
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has devoted several years of study, 
and wherein he will prove, or endeavor 
to prove, that language originated in 
South America. 

We might multiply the evidences of 
man’s existence on this continent pre- 
vious to the flood; but enough has 
been given to establish his antediluvian 
antiquity. And although we are not 
able to present any lefinite facts from 

ofane history that Adam was esta- 

ished on this hemisphere, we still 
have problems based on scientific re- 
searches carrying as much weight and 
reason towards the assertion of the 
fact (that Adam was an American) as 


eur > can bring to bear against 
us. he unbiased mind of man is 
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beginning to look at things as they 
are, not as they wish them to be. 
And the modern sciences, when rightly 
compared by the unprejudiced rea- 
soner, daily demenstrate and are all 
tending to prove most clearly the 
truthfulness of our sacred writings, 
and that the hand of an allwise Creator 
has controled and will continue to con- 
trol all creation with a wisdom and 
judgment so far beyond our puny ima- 
ginations, that we are utterly lost and

Elder Lafayette Ball, of Deep Creek, 
was in this city (Salt Lake) a short time 
since, and had with him a book con- 
taining the record of the baptisms of 
Lamanites that had been lately at- 
tended to in that locality. Itincluded 
the names of eight hundred who had 
recently been baptized there. It ap: 
pears the Indians would frequently 
come in from quite long distances, 
wearied with travel, for the pu of 
being buried in water.” And they 
would sometimes ask the Elders to 
administer to their sick children, who 
were frequently healed instantly by 
the power of God. 

Those who say they were visited by 
the heavenly messengers state that the 
latter have instructed them that the 
Indians had better stay on the govern- 
ment reservations until spring, as there 
would be very cold weather in the sur- 
rounding country this winter, which 


prediction has already proved true, the 
weather around Utah, north, north- 
west and east having been fearfully 
cold. But they were to gather to Ibim 
Pah (Deep Creek) in the spring, there 
get baptized, and commence farming, 
and it is expected that there will bea 
large gathering there at that tim 

— among the tribes ex ä 

being the Salmon eaters, Rickores and 
Crows, so the writer learns from Major 
Dimick B. Huntington, one of the 
most experienced and capable Indian 
interpreters of the West. The Indians 
say they have been instructed, by the 
messengers before alluded to, to cult 
vate the soil for two and a half years 
after they are baptized, after which 
specified time the Lord will tell them 
something else that they will have to 
do. If the soldiers try to prevent 
them from leaving the reservations and 
going to Deep Creek, they are in- 
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structed not to fight the troops, but to 
evade them by slipping around them. 
If the soldiers should even shoot them 
down they are not to retaliate, and if 
they should thus be killed in the line 
of their duty, all will be well with 
them, for it will be like lying down at 
night and getting up in the morning 
in a far happier state, and white. 

The same spirit takes Hold of the 
Indians when they get baptized, as any 
other people become possessed of when 
they embrace the Gospel, for as soon 
as they receive its principles they begin 
to have a desire for gathering. 

It is worthy of remark, also, that 
when the Gospel was restored in this

To substantiate the dectrine of death · bed repentance,” so universally admit- 
ted, believed, taught and practiced by the religious world, the words of the 
Savior are queted, as recorded in the New Testament (Luke xxiii, 43), to the 
penitent malefactor on the cross, ‘‘ To-day shalt thou be with me in Paradise.” 
WMW doe not feel that this was an unfortunate saying, for we believe it con- 
tains the germ of a most important Gospel truth, which, had the passage been 
properly rendered jnto English from the original language in which it was 
spoken, would have clearly appeared or been plainly developed to the under- 
standing of all now, as understood then, in perfect harmony with the idea 
oon veyed in many other passages of the Scriptures bearing upon the same sub- 
ject, which are plain and unmistakable. But we do feel that a most grievous 
and deadly error has crept into the world, and now pervades to a great extent 
the minds of the people, the foundation of which is based upon the misunder- 
ding of this passage upon which such vital interests are hazarded by the 
world. 
- To believe that a murderer, in whom dwells not the principle of eternal life, 
1 John iii, 15) by simply confessing himself a vile sioner,” and professing 
belief on the name of Jesus Christ, will be ushered directly from the scaffold 
into the glorious presence of God, the Redeemer and the righteous, to be 
clothed with salvation and crowned with endless life, is a grievous error; nay 
more, in the language of the Apostle Paul, it is one of those ‘‘ doctrines of 
devils” which the Spirit of God expressly declared should come to pass in 
the latter times,” (1 Tim. iv, 1,) and which strikes directly at the very founda- 
tion of the immutable doctrines of Christ and his Apostles, as propagated all 
through the New Testament.

perfect system of moral and religious parity, faith, obedience, humility, virtue,

Ik the murderer, the thief, the liar, the adulterer, the sorcerer, the blas- 
phemer, the debauchee and the libertine, who happen to profess belief on the 
name of Jesus, are to be saved, as the doctrine is emphatically taught by the 
religious teachers of the present day, and foolishly and blindly believed by 
their followers, how can reason be justified of her children?” why were the 
laws and the commandments given? why the requirement to obey them, and 
what is gained by that ubedience? What becomes of the Righteous Judge- 
ment of God, who will render unto every man according to his deeds?” (Rom. 
ii. 5.) What shall we do with the positive declaration @ the Savior, that for 
every idle word that men shall speak, they shall give unt thereof in the 
day of Judgment, for by thy words-thou shalt be justified, and by thy words 
thou shalt be condemned?” (Matt. xii. 36.) Can mercy defeat justice? 
Verily no! Justice and Judgement are the habitation of the throne of God, 
and He will execute Judgement and Justice upon all. Mercy has done her 
work and will claim her own. 


In the plenitude of God's mercy we are redeemed from death and the grave 
by the sacrifice of his Only Begotten Son; and by the greatness of His mercy, 
the glorious offer of eternal life which is the greatest gift of God, is made unte 
ell men through the exercise on their part, of belief and faith in God and the 

vior of the World, and repentance and obedience unto the laws, ordinances 
and commandments, enduring faithful unto the end. By the mercy of God the 
light has come into the world, but if the children of men have not faith, keep 
not the commandments, live not by every word that proceeds from the mouth 
of God, walk not in the light but reject the light and walk in the dark, here 
mercy ceases, and Judgement and Justice step in to the exacting of the ‘‘ ut- 
termost farthing.” for who can reject such boundless mercy, such an offer of 
redemption and salvation and escape Justice—or the ‘‘ damnation of hell?” the 
standard of their merits or demerits being not only deeds and words,” but 
also their belief and faith, and the wise or improper use made of the oppor- 
tunities, privileges and light which they enjoyed.

Whereas the great and glorious fact is, all men 
receive a righteous judgment according to their works and the light which 
they possessed, those who possess the law of the Gospel will be judged by that 
law, while those who have it not cannoé be held accountable until they have an 
opportunity of hearing it, but the doers of the law shall be justified before 
God” and not those who hear it and obeyit not, for they will come under con- 
4emnation. (Rom. ii. 12-13). 

Neither the law nor the Prophets” were destroyed by the Savior, but as 
many as related to and testified of him, in him were fulfilled, and not one jot 
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nor tittle of the residue shall pass unfulfilled. (Matt. v. 17). This is nota 
law of carnal commandment, but the law of the Gospel, which was before

From the Deseret News :— 


Uran Sovurnern Exraxsrox.— This morning, Feb. 4th, Bishop John Sharp 
and Mr. William Jennings left for the South, their object being to thoroughly 
examine the character of the country beyond the terminus of the Utah Sonth- 
ern railroad, with a view to arriving at a definite decision relative to the route 
ef the proposed Utah Southern Extension. With this end in view they will 
examine the coal fields of Sanpete, for the purpose of ascertaining whether 
their magnitude and importance are séch as to constitute them a sufficient in- 
ducement to build the line through Salt Creek Canon, and throngh Sanpete 
County, instead of taking the more southwesterly direction through Millard 
County. Should extensive coal beds and other resources not preponderate very 
largely in favor of the Sanpete route, it is very likely-that the other will be 
taken, the latter presenting superior advantages in the matter of grade, being 
much less expensive for railroad building purposes. The Sanpete route, how- 
ever, has certainly a great advantage in point of population, as well as natural 
resources. Whichever route is taken the proposed railroad will prove an incal- 
culable ‘advantage to the Territory — as well as locally in the part 
through which it will run.

Norariat APppoinTMENT.— Yesterday, Feb. 6, Gov. Axtell appointed Mr. Wm.

RAILROAD InTO Sanpete.—Hon. William Jennings and Bishop John

extension of the railroad. The company organized recently for building a 
narrow guage through Salt Creek Canon from Nephi into Sanpete, has a force 
ef laborers at work grading for the road.

Ties are being 
purchased for the extension, and the intention is to have it completed, and the 
cars running early in the coming summer.

New Macurygery.—On last Thursday, Feb. 4th, the first car-load of ma- 
chinery, purchased in the East by Hon. A. O. Smoot, for the Provo Manufac- 
turing Company, arrived in this city in good order, consisting of nine Clipper 
looms and one self-acting spinning mule. Three car-loads more, containing 
six Crompton looms, one cloth dyeing machine, seven Clipper looms, warps 
and other articles arrived in this city . All of which will be put up and 
in operation before the next clip of wool comes off. During the month of 
January the Factory has turned out 14,300 yards of cloth, 350 hlaukets, 2,500 

unds of yarn, and 100 shawls; and the receipts for the last quarter, ending 

mber 31st, 1874, amounts to the nice little sum of $63,000. The prospects 
are now, with the addition of new machinery, of a . increase of business 
in future, as they will be able to work to much better advantage and manufac- 
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ture a Jarger variety and finer article of goods. They give employment at 
sent to from fifty to seventy-five hands, but that number will be incre as 
soon as the new machinery is put in operation.

The ticket-taker went for superior orders, and on his return delivered 
this lecture in natural history, Cats is dogs, and rabbits is dogs; but a tortoise 
is a hinsect.” 

To Ses Down a Wett.—lIt is not generally known how easy a matter it is 
to explore the bottem of a well, cistern, or pond of water, by the use of a com- 
mon mirror, When the sun is shining brightly hold a mirror so that the re- 
flected rays of light will fall into the water. A a spot will be seen at the 
bottom, so light as to show the smallest object plainly. By this means we have 
examined the bottoms of wells fifty feet deep, when half-full or more of water. 
The smallest straw or other small object can be perfecly seen from the surface. 
In the same way one can examine the bottom of ponds and rivers, if the water 
be somewhat clear and not agitated by wind or motion. If a well or cistern be 
ander cover, or shade by a building, so that the sunlight will not fall near the 
opening, it is only necessary to employ two mirrors, using one to reflect the 
light to the opening, and another to reflect it down into the water. Light may 
be thrown fifty or a hundred yards to the precise spot desirable, and then down- 
ward. We have used the mirror with success to reflect light around the house 
to a shaded well, and also to carry it from a south window through two rooms 
and then into à cistern under the north side of the house. Half a dozen re- 
fiections of light may be made, though each mirror diminishes the brilliancy 
of the light. Let any one not familiar with the method try it, and he will not 
only find it useful but a pleasant experiment. It will perhaps reveal a mass of 
sediment at the bottom of the well that has been little thought of. 


SwWwIARINd.—It is no mark of a gentleman to swear. The most worthless 
and vile, the refuse of mankind, the drunkard and the prostitute swear as 
well as the best dressed and educated person. No particular endowments are 
requisite to give a finish to the art of cursing. The basest and meanest of 
mankind swear with as much tack and skill as the most refined; and he that 
wishes to degrade himself to the very lowest level of pollution and shame should 
learn to be a common swearer. Any man has talents enough to learn to curse 

‘God, and imprecate perdition on himself and fellow-men. Profane swearing 
never did any man any good. No man is the richer, or wiser, or happier for 
it. It helps no one’s education or manners. It commends no ene to any so- 
ciety. It is disgusting te the refined, abominable to the good; insulting to 
those with whom we associate ; degrading to the mind ; unprotitable, needless, 
and injurious to society ; and wantenly to profane his name, to call his venge- 
ance down, to curse him, and te invoke his wrath, is perhaps of all offences the 
most awful in the sight ef God. 
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
